Postwar Project Dependent 
on Bond Issue to be Voted 
On in Affected Area 


Thomas R. Burning Will 
A.ssume Duties at Close 
of Fiscal Year June 30 

Sierra Madre will have a new 
postmaster late in June when Ray 
O. Caukin, who has served in this 
capacity since F'ebruary 1935, will 
be succeeded by Thomas R. Dur- 
ning of 119 East Highland ave., 
former recreation director of Re- 
Jondo Beach, who came to this 
city in December, 1942. 

Entitled to retirement by his 
age and length of service, Mr. 
Caukin forwarded his resignation 
to the postoffice department .some 
months ago, recommending Mr. 
Doming as his successor. Satur¬ 
day morning he received notice 
that Ills resignation had been ac¬ 
cepted and that Mr. Durning 
would be named as acting post¬ 
master to succeed him as of June 
30. 

Mr. Caukin and his wife, Mrs. 
Grace Caukin, are going back to 
the San Francisco Bay district 
from whepce they came in 1925. 
Anticipating his retirement they 
some time ago purchased a small 
farm in Contra Costa county, 
where they expect to round out 
their lives, as neighbors of Mrs. 
H. S. Zehner, a sister of Mrs. 
Caukin. A native of Oakland, 
Mr. Caukin was a resident of 
Contra Costa county when he en. 
listed for World War I. Mrs. 
Caukin is a native of San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

Following his appointment as 
acting postmaster in February, 
1935, Mr. Caukin was given the 
permanent appointment In July of 
the same year when he led the 
field in a competitive civil ser¬ 
vice eximination. During his in¬ 
cumbency Sierra Madre had 
grown a lot, new activities having 
been added and receipts of the 
office have increased more than 
a -hundred per cent. 

Mr. Burning will serve as act¬ 
ing postmaster until after a civil 
service examination, open to all 
comes, is held. A native of Pitts¬ 
burgh, Pa., where he was for 
years identified with the Joseph 
Home Co., the Steel City’s lead- 


the county board of supervisors, 
representing the unincorporated 
area, all acting ex-officio. 

Present assessed valuation of 
the area proposed to be included 
in the distrtict is $208,000,000. On 
the basis of 40-year bonds at 2% 
interest, the following cost per 
hundred dollars assessed valuation 
would result:

Of course the whole proposition 
would be carried through by bond 
issue, to be submitted to voters 
of the affected cities. More fig¬ 
ures and detailed information will 
shortly be submitted to the coun¬ 
cils of the cities proposed for in¬ 
clusion in the sanitation district. 


Estimated cost of a county- 
operated sewer system and dis¬ 
posal plant to service Sierra 
Madre and other cities of the San 
Gabriel Valley is $4,300,000. 

At present assessed valuation 
of property in the cities to enjoy 
the proposed service, the cost of 
operation and sinking fund for 
interest and bond redemption is 
estimated at 18.7 cents per one 
hundred dollars of assessed valua-* 
tion. 

These estimates were submitted 
by representatives of the county 
supervisors at a conference of 
representatives of the affected 
cities in Pasadena city hall yes¬ 
terday. 

Creation of a sanitation district 
would be the first step in carry¬ 
ing through the postwar project. 
The proposed district would in. 
elude the San Gabriel Valley 
lands lying east of the San Ga¬ 
briel river; north of the Whittier 
Narrows, and the Montebello Hills 
and south of the National Forest. 
It includes the following cities and 
communities: Pasadena, South 

Pasadena, Alhambra, San Marino, 
Sierra Madre, Arcadia, Monrovia, 
El Monte, Flintridge, La Canada. 
Altadena, and the unincorporated 
territory surrounding El Monte 
extending west to the San Gabriel 
river an dthat lying between the 
Pa.sadena-South Pasadena group 
on the west, and the Sierra 
Madre-Arcadia group on the east. 

Total area of the land involved 
is approximately 107 square miles. 
As of January, 1944, the popula¬ 
tion was 327,900. The predicted 
population in 1960, according to 
the tentative figures used in com¬ 
piling the estimate of cost, is 
603,000 and 33.2 miles of trunk 
sewers and a sewage treatment 
plant are proposed to be con-

they can be sold justt as well next month as this. 
Uiidouotedly the new ruling is hailed by black 
market participants as an almost official blessing 
on their activities. 

Botae.some as housewives find the various war¬ 
time controls in running their households, and wel¬ 
come as relief may be, certainly the majority are 
perfectly willing to comply with any regulations 
necessary to winning the war. 

But it experience pi'oves that relief froin such 
regulations can be had only at the price of 
strengthening the black market, then we believe 
that thinking housewives and patriotic merchants 
alike will prefer the system, however burdensome, 
that promises victory a little sooner. 

Setting New Records 

On April 6, 1917 -147 years ago—the United 
States entered the war against Germany. Less 
than 600 days later, that war ended. Today we 
have already been fighting the same foe—and 
Japan—more than 800 days. 

Other comparisons between World Wars I and II 
reveal striking contrasLs. In 1918 American armed 
forces totaled 4,800,000 as against nearly 10,000,000 
now. Of this total 2,500,000 are in our air force. 
This compares with 200,000 26 years ago. 

Production achievements are even more marked. 
During the last war, we sent 400 ships down the 
ways. Thus far in this war we have put at least 
seven times that number afloat. In'1917 we start¬ 
ed the struggle with a grand total of 55 airplanes 
—none up-to-date. We produced 4089 service 
planes and borrowed 3800 from our Allies. Now 
we turn out in one month twice the 4089 of 
1917.18. 

Amerio.! has come a long way in productive 
capacity since April 6, 1917. But with our war 
production facilities still moving full speed ahead 
we may yet dwarf our present accomplishments 
before this great struggle ends. 

Don*t Throw it Away 

The fact that a newsprint shortage almost 
forced the two largest newspapers in Arizona to 
suspend publication for two days gives us some¬ 
thing to think about. Last-minute permission by 
the War Production Board to borrow newsprint 
made pos.gible the publio-ition of restricted editions. 

Aythough it «vas stated that the shortage arose 
from the failure of the WPB in making paper 
stock allotments to consider the growth of the 
territory served by these newspapers, this incident 
nevertheless serves as a sharp reminder that paper 
really is scarce. 

The acute .shortage of paper not only threatens 
the "regular continuance of military shipments,” 
as WPB Chairman Donald Nelson put it. but it 
also affects many civilian needs. Retailers have 
found supplies of wrapping paper hard to obtain 
and some paper products have virtually vanished 
from the market. In .some instances, the paper 
shortage has forced purtailment of newspaper ad¬ 
vertising space through which retailers present 
their goods and commodities to the public. 

The threatened two-day shutdown of the Arizona 
papers is important in itself, but it al.so serves to 
indicate what might happen on a much larger 
scale if we allow our paper supplies to get too low. 

So when you finish reading this paper, don’t 
bum it or throw it away save it. When you 
have a bundle of papers, turn them over to the 
local salvage committee. It is all part of the war 
effort. 

A Woman Said It 

The contributions of women to the winning of 
this war are equalled only by women’s own gp'eat 
sacrifices of their menfolk, their leisure and count¬ 
less solely feminine prerogatives. 

Some, doing their bit in well paying jobs, how¬ 
ever, have found their new “freedom” a welcome 
change from the old routine, and have no inten¬ 
tion of relinquishing it when the war is over. 
They hope instead to carve out permanent ca- 
reers if they can. 

In normal times that desire would be commen¬ 
dable from every standpoint. In the first years 
of peace though, millions of service men will be 
seeking employment, and the labor market will 
be cruelly overcrowded. 

Maybe the ladies who really won’t need jobs 
will surrender them more readily when their war 
stint is finished if they remember the observa¬ 
tion of one discerning wornan, Margaret Meade: 
“Every step a man takes forward in his career 
makes him more desirable as a husband: every 
step a woman takes in her career makes her less 
desirable as a wife.” 

Lest we bring the concentrated wrath of career 
minded women down on our heads, we hasten to 
repeat, that’s not the opinion of a mere man, but 
of a woman—and a successful one at that.

A friend has suggested that a column or two 
about my recent visit to Italy might prove 
interesting to our readers, now that Italy 
been brought so prominently to our attention 
tiirough the war. I will begin with a visit to 
Florence, leaving out descriptions of beautiful 
buildings and art treasures, which are the subject 
of many illustrated books in our libraries, and 
telling something of the good things I saw when 
mixing with Italian people. 

Remember it is 1937 when we arrive, from 
somewhere, at one of the newest and finest rail, 
road stations that we have ever seen, with civil 
officials, and porters whose charges are all ar¬ 
ranged on tariffs, which are well observed, and we 
take a cab, which is similar to the old “victoria,” 
with a hood over the passenger and an umbrella 
over the box seat, ana we drive over one of the 
ancient bridges across the river Arno, which flows 
through the center of the city, to the Pensione 
1 Isola on the narrow via de ’Serragli. This com- 
Ifortable lodging place is composed of the second 
I floors of several contiguous buildings, built out to 
I tho edge of the narrow street in mediaeval times. 

I connected by doors and passage-ways, and having 
' at the back the small enclosed gardens which are 
i common in the palaces and other dwellings of the 
city. The hostess. Signora Focardi, welcomes us, 
and her niece, Ginevra, hastens to carry our bag¬ 
gage. “Troppo pesante” (too heavy), we say. 
“Oh, nononouono!” she says and carries it along 
proudly, as having pride in what is considered her 
i proper work. Soon we have dinner with a number 
I of charming people who live there permanently, 
a quiet retired life in artistic surroundings. We 
were told the American writer, Florence Converse, 
stayed there. The chief dish was called “fritto 
misto” or mixed fry, and contained fragments of 
vegetables and chicken or other meat covered in 
batter and fried. Many towns in Italy pride 
themselves on some special dish. This was very 
good, but you never knew what each browned 
morsel would contain. 

I N the morning we take a stroll about the 
streets in our locality. A tram-car passes us 
through the Roman Gate out into the country 
and we have to keep close to the wall to let it 
go by. The narrow mediaeval streets were not 
meant for tram-ways. 

We are struck by the fact that the people we 
meet are mostly a happy-looking people, very con¬ 
siderate and polite, who will go out of their way 
to direct you and help you. We are in a poor 
part of the city, and in December—the wrong time 
of the year for a visit—we may find an old wom¬ 
an at the street corner selling roasted chestnuts 
which she keeps hot on a. pan, and others keeping 
warm with a little earthenware heater under their 
shawls, and people buying and eating pieces of 
fried mush in little alcoves off the sidewalk. An 
ancient palace miay tower above you, while open, 
ings from the street into the basement show peo¬ 
ple in dim little shops probably selling only one 
kind of merchandise such as cheeses or bananas, 
or cobbling shoes by the light of a small electric 
bulb, or in the doorway for the sake of better 
light. 

I N 1937 there were no beggars about as on a 
former visit 40 years before. And no one was 
found intoxicated, for we were told: “To make 
oneself foolish in that way would be to lower one s 
dignity.” Sometimes singers, excellent ones, would 
sing in the streets the finest operatic music, while 
coins would be thrown to them from the windows. 
Sometimes a basket would be let down by a string 
from a high window for the groceries. Sometimes 
long narrow wine carts built for narrow streets 
would come in from the country with demi¬ 
johns of green glass half encased in straw. Some¬ 
times you would stand aside for a procession of 
students or ecclesiastics in black or red cassocks 
walking two by two from some seminary or mon¬ 
astery. Opposite the Pensione Isola where I 
stayed, I noticed a large building of several stories 
with la courtyard, and a bronze tablet at the gkte 
bearing the word “Dopolavoro,” which means “Aft¬ 
er work.” On enquiry I found that this was part 
of a great institution, having branches in all large 
cities and many villages and run by workers as-_ 
sisted by employers. At about 10 cents a month.- 
I found that working people could enjoy there in 
their leisure time, or “after work,”* all kinds of 
educational or recreational pastimes. For exam¬ 
ple, they held classes for the study of foreign 
languages, popular science, literature, art and 
architecture, as well as first aid, nursing, hygiene, 
cooking, dressmaking, sewing and housework. 

I They encouraged all kinds of games, mountain 
climbing and country walks; their members were 
entitled to cheap tickets on the railroads, and ad- 
mission at half price to operas, plays, exhibitions 
and educational lectures. They organized dramatic 
societies, concerts, choral singing, competitions in 
drawing, design, carpentry, modelling, embroidery, 
and artistic photography. They encouraged visits 
to the great picture galleries, which on Sundays 
were crowded with poor men, their wives and chil¬ 
dren When a dramatic or operatic company was 
very good it could be sent to perform in summer 
in smaller villages. In some towns the Dopolavoro 
clubs are little short of people’s universities. There 
were 3000 after-work libraries in 1930 and thou¬ 
sands of training courses, and free legal aid for 
all members needing advice. The whole system 
was founded on the voluntary effort of the people 
themselves. 

O N the motorship Fella which carried me from 
Leghorn through the South Atlantic and the 
Panama Canal to Terminal Island, the offi¬ 
cers, seamen and stewards had their branch of the 
Dopolavoro. Their dues were 10 cents a month. 
'They told me that when held over in 'Vancouver 
with free time, they hired omnibuses, and took 
along the whole crew, officers and men, especially 
cooks and stewards, for trips to the forests and 
mountains and had enjoyable picnics In the most 
friendly democratic fashion. Italians always seemed 
to make a happy crowd. 

All over Florence, and other cities, were little 
cafes where small cups of coffee were made by 
blowing steam through the coffee in a contraption 
I have never seen elsewhere. People went in for 
this "cafe espresso” as folks here go for coca 
colas. And there is generally much friendly chat¬ 
ter and exchange of opinions. Sometimes it was i 
I like this: “Is Shirley Temple really^ a little girl ; 
! or a dwarf?" Or like this: “Oh, you are Ameri¬ 
cano. Is everybody very rich there? You are j 
not going back there? What, to California! Are ' 
you not afraid? Afraid of what? Of the robbers 
and bandits there! You should stay here!”

America at wax-, and America 
at work fighting and sweating 
to win a hard-c irned victory is 
learning lessons which may prove 
of vast value in returning the 
countiy to a sound economy dur¬ 
ing the years of peace. 

It is highly improbable, at least, 
that America, during the next 
eecaxle, will place much faith in 
an economy of scarcity such as 
was foisted on this nation during 
the decade of depi-ession. 

Faced with a bitter war for 
survival, America has learned that 
it must liteially work out its own 
salvation by its might, its own 
sweat and its own prodigious pro¬ 
duction, as well as by the coui-age 
and resourcefulness of its men in 
the armed forces. 

America has leai-ncd again that 
there is pride and joy in hard 
manual labor. And it lias learned 
to pin its faith in all-out produc- 
tionn, rather than in Washington 
cure-alls, or government direc¬ 
tives. 

A few weeks ago. Ifj major or. 
ganized groups, including the 
principal farm and latxir organ¬ 
izations, met at Atlantic City and 
spent two days discussing the 
problems which will confront 
America in the post-war world 
and how to meet them. And the 
declaration of principles and ob¬ 
jectives that came out of that 
gathering leaves little doubt that 
American labor and American 
busine.ss and American agricul¬ 
ture believe that we must win 
the peace, just as we are winning 
the war -by all-out production! 

Before reviewing the decisions 
reached, and the recommendations 
made, note should be taken of the 
organizations represented In thi.s 
post-war planning conference. For 
the very names of the organiza¬ 
tions are indicative of the fact 
that ' men and women in many 
walks of life have learned their 
common tlopendence on each other 
(rather than on government) and 
are making tuc first groping 
steps toward building together for 
a sound, prosperous America. 

Represx'nted at this conference 
were the American Farm Bureau 
Federation, the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, the Aeronautical 
Chamber of Commerce of Amer¬ 
ica, American Bankers Associa¬ 
tion, American Lt-gion, the United 
States Chamber of C>>mmeice, A-s- 
sociatlon of American Railroads, 
the CIO, Investment Bankers As¬ 
sociation of America. Committee 
for F.conoinic Development, Ki- 
wanis International. Nation il As- 
sDclation of Manufncturer.s. Na¬ 
tional Council of Farmer Cooperi- 
tlvcs, National Grange, National 
Foreign Trade Council, and Ro¬ 
tary International. 

After pledging all their re¬ 
sources and facilities to peak- 
production to win the war, the 16
